On tho oconsion of a cortain Bitl being pro- 
posed for first reading in the Straita Legiala- 
’ tive Council the other day, Mr. Sre.rorn, 
one of tha unofficin| members, “ expressed: a 
“hope that some considerable .time would 
elapse before the Bill was brought on, for 
» eécond. reading, to allow opportunity’ for 
studying the Objects and Reasons, whicli 
wore not yet in thoshandé of all the mam~ 
bers.” In Hongkong it is not now con- 
siderod necessary by the Government to atate 
the objects aud roasons of a menguro until it 
is brought on for second reading. Formerly 
it was tho practice here, as it appareutly 
still is at Singapore, to append-to each: Bilt 
a printed statement of the objects and ren- 
ona, but for some reason or other this was 
discontinued several years ago. Whether tho 
statement ba printed or made orally by 
tho Attorney-General, Lhe proper time for it 
‘ig unddubtedly on the first reading of the 
"Bill, The very object of taking the firat 
reading atone meoting and the second at- 
another is to allow time for consideration ; 
and the statement of objects and reasons 
ought to form the basis of that considera. 
tion. It cannot affurd auch o basis at pre- 
* consideration *has taken placeif it take 
place at all-for it is not made until the 
“moment when the vote ia called for. The 
present course is aminontly unfair to the 
unofficial members. To say nothing of tha 
unnecessary inconvenience and trouble it 
throws on them’ in baving to ‘look up for 
themselves all the past legislation on tha 
Bubject and to ascertain the effect of the 
repealing clause if thera ba one, in what 
position will the unofficial members be to dis=" 
cuss any important question of principle if 
the Government refuses to: show its band 
until the woment of debate arrives? No op- 
portunity is. afforded for controverting er- 
roneous statements, if reference or research 
be necessary for'the purpose, and even ques- 
tiong of argument can hardly. ba thoroughly. 
appreciated without a little time for reflec- 
tion, In any conflict’ between the Govern. 
ment and the unofficial members, therefore, 
tha former, which is in possession: of all in- 
formation on the subject of the Bill, and is, 
or ought to be, prepared to meet all probable
